Washington, April 90.—Spain may 
receive official notice of the demands of 
the United State* today. 
She then will 
be informed that the Cuban resolutions 
passed by con grew yesterday are now a 
part of the law* of the United State* 
aud an a1 tuna turn will be sent demand­ 
ing compliance with this law aud an 
answer within a very short time, prob­ 
ably 94 hour*. 
Com pliance is not ex­ 
pected and a forward movement on 
OnI« will commence the latter part of 
this week, according to the plans of the 
administration. 
The ooagre-atonal Cuban resolution 
will not be signed until sometime today. 
The ultimatum to Spain will be signed 
at the same time. 
The president early 
decided to make the two practically one 
act by a simultaneous signature of each. 
Two cabinet meetings were held dar­ 
ing yesterday. 
Both cabinet se sri on* 
were devoted principally to discussion 
of the ultimatum to be sent to Madrid. 
The president at Arri rather favored al­ 
lowing the Madrid government two or 
even three days in which to reply to our 
demand, but he ha* changed his views 
*»> i ewhat aud it is now believed to be 
his purpose to require an answer in a 
very short time, probably within 24 
hour*.

Washington, April 20.—The anthori- 
tive statement was made at the war de­ 
partment that on the first call for troops 
only the uatioual guard will be giveu 
an opportunity to volunteer for service 
in war. 
This statement is in accord­ 
ance with those made by Secretary AU 
ger to the uatioual guardsmen who 
called upou him at the war department 
chi Saturday last when the modified 
Hall bill, for the expansion of the army 
in time af war, was nuder consideration. 
Secretary Alger thinks that such a 
course is in kelping with sound disc re­ 
st on and the dictates of common sense, 
few the organized militia have gone to 
great expense and have devoted mach 
time rn perfecting themselves for mili­ 
tary duty. 
Any other course, he be­ 
lieves, wonld be destructive to the best 
interests of the guard. 
As far as practicable the state organ­ 
izations entering the volunteer service 
will remain intact, the governors of the 
various states being permitted, as they 
were in 1861, to designate regimental 
officers, which will include those of the 
grades of second lieutenants to colonels. 
The president will reserve to himself 
the right to appoint the staff and field 
officers. 
It was stated that the first call for 
troops would be for NO,0(X) meu, which, 
it is believed, will exhaust the entire 
available strength of the national guard 
at this tune after deducting those who 
are otherwise incapacitated for immedi­ 
ate service. 
The total strength of the 
guard as reported to the war depart­ 
ment is 113,704 men. 
Secretary Alger made several addi­ 
tional allotments from the emergency 
fund for the war department.

million dollars was given for the quar­ 
termaster departments, chiefly to meet 
extraordinary expenses in the transpor­ 
tation of troops aud inanitions of war; 
$15 ,000 for war balloons ani $63,000 for 
perfecting the army telegraphic .service 
General Greely, the chief signal officer, 
is a staunch advocate of the use of bal­ 
loons at the various ports aud iii regular 
field service.

This statem ent is in accord­ 
ance w ith those made by Secretary Al­ 
ger to the national guardsm en w ho 
called upon him at the w ar departm ent 
cm Saturday last w hen the modified 
H ull bill, for the expansion of the arm y 
in tim e of w ar, was uuder consideration. 
Secretary Alger think* that such a 
course is in keeping w ith sound discro­ 
w n aud the dictates of common sense, 
tor the organised m ilitia have gone to 
great expense and have devoted much 
rime rn perfecting themselves for m ili­ 
tary duty, 
Any other course, he be­ 
lieves, would be destructive to the boid 
interests of the guard. 
A* far as practicable the state organ­ 
izations entering the volunteer service 
w ill rem aiu intact, the governors of the 
various states being perm itted, as they 
were in 1861, to designate regim ental 
officers, which will include those of tho 
grades of second lieutenants to colohels. 
The president w ill reserve to him self 
the right to appoint the staff aud field 
officers. 
It was stated th at the first call for 
troops would be for so,OOO men, which, 
it is believed, will exhaust the entire 
available strength of the national guard 
a t this tim e after deducting those who 
are otherwise incapacitated for im m edi­ 
ate service. 
The total strength of the 
guard as reported to the w ar depart­ 
m ent is 113,764 men. 
Secretary Alger m ade several addi­ 
tional allotm ents from the em ergency 
fund for the w ar departm ent.

million dollars was given for the quar­ 
term aster departm ents, chiefly to meet 
extraordinary expenses iii the transpor­ 
tation of troops aud m unitions of war; 
$15,000 for w ar balloons and $60,000 for 
perfecting the arm y telegraphic service 
General Greely, the chief signal officer, 
is a staunch advocate of the use of bal­ 
loons at the various ports aud in regular 
field service.

Supreme Court Renders a Decision of Im­ 
portance to Building and Loan 
Associations 


The Supreme court yen *rday handed 
Town a decision that will have the 
effect of placing thousands ol dollar* 
on the 'ax duplicates 
It was r.o lea? a 
decision thsn that running building 
an I loan stock is taxable 
The case 
came up from Monroe county in a suit 
by Albert 8, Ham tv enjoin th* treat 
urer of the county from collecting this 
tax. 
The Monroe circuit court held 
that the running stock was taxable. 
The supreme court affirms thai decision 
and settles the disputes over thin class 
cf building and loan stock 
The opinion was written by Justice 
Hackney, who reviews the laws govern­ 
ing the taxation of building and loan 
associations and says that a construc­ 
tion of the laws by which running stock 
should be exempt would render the 
laws unconstitutional. 
He say* that a 
person depositing money with a build­ 
ing and Ran association with tbe«x 
pectation of having principal returned 
with interest on demand is certainly a 
creditor of the association, and the cer­ 
tificate of stock or pass book represents 
h valuable asset on which taxes ought 
to be paid. 
This decision, H i* said, will add 


about $31)0,000 to the tax duplicate in 


this county.
